Tho  schools  in  the  District  aro  supplied  with  a plentiful  and  good  water 
supply  diroct  from  tho  mains  of  the  Abortillory  & District  Water  Board. 

Tho  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  schools  themselves  are  of  modern  con- 
struction; periodical  inspections  aro  carriod  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  fairly  high  standards  of  cleanliness  and  order  aro  maintained  in  and  about 
the  schools. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Extensive  facilities  aro  provided  for  sunbathing  and  games,  and  for 
Juvenile  instruction.  Tho  schools  made  every  use  of  the  last  facility

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  K)OD . 

MEAT  - Since  the  Ministry  of  Pood  brought  about  the  centralisation  of  slaughtering 
it  was  not  found  necessary  to  pay  visits  to  any  of  the  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  District,  as  all  food  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  "Buttry  Hatch" 
Slaughterhouse,  Maesycwmmer.  However,  inspections  to  the  Meat  Purveyors’  Shops 
had  to  be  carried  out  with  the  same  care  as  in  the  past. 

Pull  advantage  was  again  taken  by  persons  who  roared  pigs  on  cottage  premises 
oi  small  holdings,  and  a large  number  were  killed  thereon  after  due  notice  of 
intended  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  (604),  the  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council  and  in  accordance 
with  an  order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  QP  MILK. 

. A.],aT^0  PcrcGntaS°  of  “ilk  distributed  in  this  District  is  untreated  milk 

and  sold  direct  to  the  consumers  by  small  farmers  who  arc  producer-retailers. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  Laboratory,  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological,  methylone  blue  and  phosphatase  tests.  The 
samples  were  taken  at  farm  premises,  in  the  streets  and  at  the  schools  in  the 

11/  The  rosults  01  a number  conformed  to  a satisfactory  standard 
out  others  wore  not  quite  so  good.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  offenders 

and  repeat  samples  were  taken  which  showed  a great  improvement.  With  regard  to 
innoculation  for  tubercle  bacillus,  none  of  the  tests  proved  positive.
